No. 43-ITC(PN)/64.—Attention of the importers Is invited to the import policy 
for Rubber Thread falling under S. No, 41(v)/V as given against this item In Sec¬ 
tion II and in Appendix 4 in Section III, of the current Import Trade Control Policy 
Book for the year April 1964—March 19tj5 according to which A'.U. applications for 
import of cotton/rayon/nylon covered rubber thread of over 60 gauge as well as 
for bare rubber thread of over 60 gauge will be considered by the licensing autho¬ 
rities at ports in consultation with the Textile Commissioner, Bombay. 

2. The position has been reviewed and In view of the adequate indigenous pro¬ 
duction of all types of rubber thread, it has been decided that the import of cotton/ 
rayon/nylon covered rubber thread should not be allowed to actual users. The 
entry appearing in remarks column against S. No. 41(v)/V in Section II and the 
A.U. provision against this item in Appendix 4 of the current Import Trade Control 
policy book for the year April 1964—March 1965 may be deemed to have been 
deleted.
